“After | had sent an application and a demo tape of my music, the school sent me 
an 1-20 form along with a letter to show the Chinese government, stating my intents.” 
says Zheng Le, music major. This was Just the beginning of the procedures Zheng had 
to go through when he decided to come to MCC. [It is amazing that typical American 
students fret over getting In an application, finding the perfect roommate, and 
reserving the best dorm room.) 

After two years and much prayer, Zheng’s fiance’. Fang Ning, was finally able to join 
him in the States. (It had been so long since he’d seen her that Zheng was afrald he 
wouldnt recognize her In the airport!]) Obtaining a passport from the Chinese 
government had been the most difficult step for Zheng In coming to the U.S., but for 
Fang. the process was more complicated. It took her over a year to obtain her visa from 
the American government. Finally God's plan prevailed In the situation and Fang was 
able to join Zheng In the middle of the first semester this year. Just a few months later, 
the two were joined in marriage on December 28th. 

Surprisingly enough. the Chinese government views Zheng and Fang’s opportunity 
very positively. “If they disapproved of this, we wouldn't be here.” says Ning. “They know 
that when we finish our studies we will return.” In China, all religions are subject to the 
Chinese government. and all are respected as acceptable. It is wrong for one to try 
to persuade another to become something else. “In America, Christianity Is more true 
to the Bible, stating that our God Is the only God. | hope this has changed in China 
when we return so we will have a liftle more freedom,” concluded Zheng. 

When they are finished with school in three years, Zheng and Fang will return to 
China. If the government is more open to other religions, Zheng would like to work in 
a church as a music minister, Otherwise. he will continue to play in the symphony 
orchestra and teach music. Whatever the situation, Zheng will do what he can to

Even when Yves is working. one can count quite ambiguous, and paris senseless, but once one see Yves’ wrinkled brow and 
on him for a smile. his famous teeth, one is sure it is sincere and wise. The library's front desk was often the 
place where the proverbs of Yves could be heard. He added spice to the campus for 
4% years: his laidback Haitian attitude was refreshing compared to the normal 
“stressed-out” Bible college student. 

This crazy native came to the United States because he was attracted to the music 
programs. He learned to speak English at Winston-Salem Bible College. Then a 
missionary friend, Phyllis Long, introduced him to Manhattan Christian College and its 
opportunities. 

Life at MCC was full of adjustments for Yves. Although he was excited about being 
here In the U.S., Yves was a long way from home, and he missed his girlfriend, family, 
friends, and church. Sanderson Hail became his home away from home. “| stayed in 
the dorm to meet new people every year. and I’m still alive — God Is good!” His fond 
memories of Sanderson living Include water parties at 2:00 a.m., Lupo’s pet chicken, 
and strange, distinct smells throughout the house that no one could quite explain. 
Having never seen snow before, winter was another big adjustment. “Ice is expensive 
In Haitl. | thought this must be the promised land!” 

The native Haitian Prophete family of nine is deeply involved in evangelizing the 
country of Haiti. In 1974, Yves’ fater. Stephen Prophete. began the Haitian Christian 
Mission. In its sixteen years of existence, fhe mission has been responsible for building 
schools, nutrition centers, medical clinics, and churches. But there is still plenty of the 
Lord’s work to be done. Only 5,000 Haitians belong to the Christian Church — the 

cs majority of the population consists of Catholics and Buddhists.
